Claims 1,3,5-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a and b) as anticipated by or, 

in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Car (US Patent Number 

4,462,835). 

Car teaches a composition comprising 70-85% perlite, 2.5 to 23 % water glass 
(ie sodium silicate), and an overlapping bulk density value of 150 g/l (or kg/cubic meter) 
thus anticipating the insant invention. Even if not anticipated, overlapping ranges of 
amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Further, the applicants' process would appear to involve mixing and molding the 
materials which is within the teaching of Car.
